This, however, 
does not mean that the whole of 
Goverrment House will be vacated, 
for the staff will remain and probably 
sleep in the ball-room,.which {s not 
affected.

- The Interest Tax bill hns not yet 
been before the Legislative - Council

Followlng are ‘the particulars of the 
tax. :

. In a clumsy oaken craft of 50 tons, with sails and an auxiliary 


engine, Major Eugene Gorman, the Melbourne barrister and Comforts 


Fund Commissioner, escaped from Greece during, the evacuation after a 
series of extraordinary adventures. 


Carrying six Australian sol-}-— 
diers and 66 Greek refugees the 
little trading vessel, called a} 
kayak, sailed safely into an 
island harbour. behind. eight 
warships of the Mediterrancan 
Fleet on the morning of April 
28, writes John Hetterington, 
the “Sydney Sun” War corres- 
pondent in the Middle. East. 

Gorman rounded off the trip by 
borrowing a truck on the Island and 
distributing cocoa, tinned frult, 3,500 
tIns of tobacco and other comforts to 
-thousands -of-A:1.F.- evneuces~on - the }- 
island. 

He was able to do this because he 
had brought away in the kayale prace 
tloally all the Comforts' Fund stores
